The Confederation has now 
issued its “Manifesto” — a docu- 
ment that for the first time pro- 
vides an adequate answer to the 
Communist Manifesto of Karl Marx, 
which has in the past 100 years 
shaken the foundations of our 
world. Because the Manifesto of 
the ICFTU is a historical docu- 
ment of high importance, we repro- 
duce it here in full. Every Chris- 
tian layman should familiarize 
himself with it just as he should 
also acquaint himself with the 
Marx Manifesto: 


FREE LABOR MANIFESTO 
BREAD: economic security 
and social justice for all!

HE MEN WHO KNOW: Why has there been a tendency among top- 
ranking scientists to ignore popular patriotic and national attitudes, 
thus making themselves vulnerable to charges of disloyalty that result 
oceasionally in evidence of outright espionage in which secret atomic 
information has been handed on to the Soviets? (As in the recent Fuchs 
case and in the former Canadian atomic leak incident, ete.) 


In that question is to be found one of the most significant trends 
of our day. There are two reasons for these attitudes among top scien- 
tists. First, the very nature of modern science destroys the old barriers 
of nationalisms. Science, knowledge, truth are universal. The astrono- 
mers who watch the stars in the American observatory know that across 
the world the same stars are being studied intently by Soviet astronomers. 
They are all intensely interested in all observations and calculations made 
anywhere, irrespective of flags or frontiers. If the truth were known, 
the scientists of the Soviet are the most active and bitter antagonists of 
the politburo’s absurd restrictive measures, — as the frequent efforts to 
purge the Soviet scientists indicate. Great men in the field of science 
and the arts are thinking on another and higher level than drum beating 
and flag waving. 


Here’s how their minds work: Who cares under whose flag Galileo 
discovered new physical laws, or Copernicus made his great observations 
or under what duke da Vinci painted the Mona Lisa? Or who had won 
which war when Spinoza gave the world vast new insight? Men who live 
and think in these fields know they are working beyond the range of dukes, 
kings, premiers, congressmen, or any politicians, —- they are concerned 
with something bigger than armies and flags, — something that belongs to 
all the human race, — universal. You can’t hold truth back, — you can’t 
make knowledge the privileged possession of any one people. 


Thus when atomic energy became a fact in the laboratories of the 

U. S., Germany, Japan and Russia (in spite of popular impressions, im- 
portant Russian scientists have been deeply involved in atomic develop- 
ments for years), — scientists keenly felt its universality and its inevit- 
able internationalism. They never did feel the false exclusiveness that 
was foisted upon the American people by our military and political brass, 
and fanned to high flame by some of our rather illiterate high tension 
patriots. Scientists knew from the first that atomic energy was an absolute 
universal possession, — they instinctively wanted to share what they knew 
with others in order that they might gain benefit from other experiences, 
— which has been the rule of scientific experimentation for generations. 
They knew how silly and immature it was to try to fix the atom as a sort 
of an appendix to the American flag, which is still the concept of many 
congressmen, along with naive elements in press and radio. We have 
been told by eminent nuclear men that there are quite a few scientists 
who would be perfectly willing to take a few raps, maybe spend some 
time in prison, so that their names might be identified in history with

UBLES AND WORLD TRADE: Something pretty big is churning 

up behind the move in Moscow to put the ruble on a new footing in 
relation to western currency, — raising its official value from 19 to 25 
cents, accompanied by sweeping price reductions in consumer goods for 
the Russian people. What is more important, — the Russians switched 
from a dollar-based ruble to a gold base. Their pretension that they are 
back on the gold base is fictitious because they still have a strictly man- 
aged currency with the politburo in complete control. The “gold base” 
gesture is simply a cold war taunt at the capitalist powers who tradition- 
ally used gold as a monetary standard until the costs of war destroyed the 
worldwide capitalistic gold standard money system. The politburo knows 
that the capitalistic nations do not have enough gold to support even a 
small part of their curreney (U.S. Government expenditures for one year 
total the value of most of the gold stored in Ft. Knox!) But since the 
Soviet has many rich gold mines, they are telling the West “You want a 
gold currency? Sure, we have plenty of gold? Silver? We have plenty 
of that too. Oh, you prefer managed currency? Yes, — that’s what we 
nse now.” In other words, they are ready to match us on any proposition! 
This is a potent thrust in relationship to capitalism’s need for world trade. 


The new Soviet currency moves hurt Britain more than any other 
power right now, for the British have not allowed their fear and hatred of 
communism to spoil their trade with Russia, as have we. The new ruble 
rate will mean that Russian products will cost the British more and the 
rubles will buy larger quantities of British goods. This is one of the first 
big guns to be fired in the economic warfare that will develop as world

Business for the People: Some 
other prominent business spokes- 
men have made similar statements 
indieating the awakening to a 
wider sense of responsibility on the 
part of business leadership. Henry 
Ford IT recently stated the indus- 
trialist dares not forget the fact 
that his prosperity depends upon 
the people — what they want and 
what they can pay for and buy. 
Mr. Ford, speaking before a Cham- 
ber of Commerce gathering in 
Buffalo, N. Y., urged industrial 
leaders to recognize that in an in- 
dustrial “the people 
must eventually pick up the check 
— and that includes all of us.” Mr. 
Ford very fittingly added “And I, 
for one, would much rather be a 
customer with money in my pocket 
free to buy what I want than the 
citizen of a state where someone 
gives me a ration book and tells me 
what I can have. The Government 
isn’t Santa Claus any more than 
the corporation — or the labor 
union, for that matter. The cus- 
tomer is Santa Claus.” <A. B. 
Homer, president of Bethlehem 
Steel Co., speaking before the same 
group, said: “The part of the So- 
cialist formula with which we ean 
all agree is:
